Sing Greeting to St. Louls. 

But the Roman singers had no 
need these trappings. 
at their command music 
nen of genius, and they 
the lovely voices, the skill and 
inspiration with which to give it ex- 
pression.

of St. Louis. Then and there it w 
perceived that in the exquisite ba - 
very chime of the boy sopranos, in 
the trumpet tones of the tenors and 
the billowing, sonorous basses the 
choir could -boast a consunimate 
symphony of its own. 

When the program was in its first 
numbers, however, the audience 
seemed a bit bewildered and its ap- 
plause by no means came in such 
outbursts as the music deserved. 
This Was apparently because most 
vf them found it strange and un- 
earthly to their ears. Palestrina is 
not very frequently sung even in 
Catholic churches, and to the\ma- 
jority of concert-goers the titanic 
Roman is little more than a name. 
Some were hearing the accents of 
that renowned voice for the first 
' time. 

Strange and Unearthly Music. 

The sense of strangeness was not 
due to the fact that all the words 
were sung in Latin, or to the pres- 
‘ence of’ adult male sopranos and 
contraltos. The male sopranos, with 
one exception, sang with the falset- 
to voice, as do, on the concert stage 
at times, John McCormack, Karl 
Joern and particularly Cantor Ros- 
enblatt.. The writer. for one. could 
not distinguish their tone quality 
from that of the boy singers. The 
unfamiliarity with which the music 
accosted the senses was due to three 
factors which are utterly alien to 
what we know as the art today.

In the first place, its style was 
polvphonic instead of monophonic. 
In the-second place, its tonality, 


with one exception, was that of the 
old Gregorian modes instead of the 
modern keys. In the third place, 
the music had no distinct and single 
rhythm, it being polyrhythmic as 
well as polyphonic. Because of the 
novelty of these features to present- 
day music-lovers, they may be an- 
alyzed briefls. 

In polyphonic singing, 
to combine two or more independent 
melodies vo artfully that, on 
sung simultaneously, they will make 
a pleasing harmony. An uncouth at- 
tempt at polyphony will be remem- 

'bered at a concert given here a few 
vears ago by Alma Gluck and Efrem 
Zimbalist, who played and sang at 
once “Suwanne River.”’ and Dvorak’s 
“Humoresque.” This is opposed to 
monophony, in which there is one 
principal tune, supported by chords. 
An example is the anthem, ‘‘Ameri- 
ca.” Polyphony began among the 
ancient Greeks, in their practice of 
magadizing, or singing the conson- 
ance of the octave: in the tenth 
century the revolution was _§ intro- 
duced of singing the consonances of 
the fourth and fifth: and in the six- 
teenth century, 2000 vyvears after 
Arisotile. Palestrina brought the 
method to its final perfection. 

Explanation of the Modes, 

The modes may be explained by 
supposing that the piano has only 
white keve, and that they are named 
do, re, mi, fa, ete., instead of ©C, D, 
Kk, F and so on.

Most of us have seen very little 
of them, or have been too much exposed to In- 
dians who were in turn too much exposed to 
white people. The popular view of Indians is 
not happily that of the Government. The Gov- 
ernment attaches a great deal of importance to 
the conduct of Indian affairs, and most of the 
amends we are nates os Indians for seizing 
their country are befng made by the Indian 
Commissioner. Few of us who see the Navajo 
woman weaving blankets at the Arts and Crafts 
Exposition realize the importance of that indus- 
try to a great Indian tribe. There are probably 
26,000 Navajo. They have a reservation tn North- 
west New Mexico and Northeast Arizona much 
larger in extent than many of the states. 
Strangely enough, that is not a great mining 
country, so the Navajo have never been chased 
out of it. It is theirs still, and will always be 
theirs. The Navajo have not been demoralized 
by the whites. The whites have pretty much al- 
ways gone around them. Therefore, one finds 
ther») a fine nation of people—not a mere lot of 
They have an industry. The men 
raise the sheep, and the women weave the wool. 
The Navajo blanket is an everlasting thing. It 
is as honest a thing as ever man made. Latter- 
ly machine-made rugs of Germantown wool 
made in imitation of the Navajo have flooded 
the market; but the genuine Navajo rug, an in- 
finiteiy superior piece of goods, has its market 
still and its friends among those who know 
something about Indian rugs. White traders 
upon the reservation usually control the output 
of the more expert weavers. There is a great 
difference In rugs. For instance, the prized gray 


blanket is not woven to any great extent in the 
north half of the reservation, which produces 


the colored rugs. Weaving the gray blanket 
without any dye whatsoever is a phase of the 
industry peculiar to the south half of the na- 
The woman at the exposition is weaving 

ay blanket without dyes.
